Four Bullet Holes in Head. 


The autopsy, of which Dr. 
Schultze testified today, was the 
third made in connection with the 
slaying of the choir singer, whose 
death Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall 
and Henry and Willie Stevens are 
charged with causing. 

The witness said that one bul- 
let entered the middle of the fore- 
head, another the right cheek and 
a third the head above the right 
ear. All were in a space of 4 
inches, the surgeon testified. 

The slain rector was shot above 
the opening of the right ear, the 
physician suggesting that the down- 
ward course of the bullet indicated 
that the weapon sending it on its 
way had been fired from above, 
with the victim possibly stooping. 

When he had said that the three 
bullets entering Mrs. Mills’ head 
were confined to a space of 4 inches 
Dr. Schultze was asked by Prose- 
cutor Alexander Simpson if he did 
not consider that ‘‘pretty good 
shooting.”’

Heretofore ac- 
tivities of enforcement agents in 
Washington have been under direc- 
tion of an administrator in Balti- 
more, and the district included 
Washington, Maryland and Dela- 
ware.

The house was not in the 
path of the gale and it was not un- 
til a neighbor ran to tell her the 
school had blown down that Mrs.

WRECKED BY WIND; 
DWELLINGS RAZED 


Funnel-Shaped Cloud Wreaks Destruction in Path

}BODIES OF CHILDREN HURLED 750 FEET; 
— CIVIL AND MILITARY AID SENT FROM HERE 


22 Seriously Injured, 5 Critically, Are Brought to Capital 
Hospitals; Survivors in Stricken Area and Relief 
Workers Search Ruins for More Victims. 


Turning the surface of the earth as if in preparation for the 
graves of those that it killed, a tornado swept through southern 
Maryland yesterday afternoon on a path 12 miles long and at 
times 500 yards wide between La Plata and Cedarville. 

At La Plata, where the twister, which rose out of the Potomac, 
first came to earth, death rode with it, and fifteen lives were 
snuffed out, eleven of them little children, part of the 61 pupils 
in the two-room graded school of the community. 

More than 40 persons were injured. Twenty-two, most of 
‘them also school boys and girls, were torn and twisted by the 
| force of the storm, five of them so critically injured that the 
‘officials of Washington hospitals where they are now sheltered 
can not say whether they will live or not. The other score 


injured received minor hurts treated at the scene of the dis- 
aster. 


Greatest Damage Done to School. 


The toll of human life was not the only damage the tornado wrought. 
it wreaked its greatest vengeance on the La Plata schoolhouse, but at 
least a dozen other homes and barns were leveled in its furious path, and 
las nearly as the dazed and frightened communities in its path could 
‘tell the damage will run into thousands of dollars. 

In its final assault against the earth the tornado swept through Ce- 
darville, Prince Georges county, injured at least three, damaged a con- 
siderable number of houses, made 75 persons homeless, and then ap- 
| parently swept up into the upper reaches of the air from whence it 

! came. 

This much is known: Within the path of the tornado’s greatest fury 
nothing remained standing and few, either man or beast, came out alive, 

The force of the wind in nearly every instance appears to have lifted 
up everything in its path, and after a series of crunching blows that 
brought about almost utter demolition cast the prey back to earth again. 

Houses were not merely unroofed, they were flattened so that after 
the wind had passed two and three story structures rose only a few feet 
|above the ground. Chickens, dogs, rabbits, cattle and horses were 
squeezed by the atmospheric nutcracker until no life remained and re- 
turned to the earth for burial, dead. 


Waldorf Also 


What undoubtedly prevented a greater loss of life was the fact that 
at its height the tornado passed through sparsely settled country, avoid- 
ing even the center of La Plata, which embraces only four square blocks. 
As it reached Waldorf and lifted from the ground it reached out and 
destroyed a barn or two, St. Peter’s Catholic church and made a few 
more playful gestures with a cement mixer and some empty automobiles. 

Ten little bodies, some in the town’s undertaking establishment, others 
already at home for their last sleep, three that rested in Washington last 
night, brought here too late for any earthly aid, and the lifeless bodies 
of two colored residents of La Plata express the rest of the day’s sor- 
| rowful happenings in more poignant detail than any word can ever do. 


Suffers From Storm. 


Tornado Strikes Without Warning. 


The heavens gave no warnings of what they were about to do and left 
no explanation except a gentle rain which mingled last night with the 
tears of virtually every one of the 500 inhabitants of the little Maryland 
town, who seem unable either to fathom or comprehend just what has 
happened. 

La Plata, from the accounts of staff correspondents and other eye- 
witnesses, is still too dazed to take stock. Outside aid from Washington 
and other cities is dealing with the immediate situation, but the towns- 
folk who labored during the late afternoon searching the fields about the 
schoolhouse for the dead and injured and removing the bodies of their 
loved ones from the mass of torn debris appear not to have grasped the 
full import of the tragedy as yet. 

So great was the confusion that followed the first shock of the dis- 
aster that it was impossible last night for the residents of the town 
themselves to check the list of those within the schoolhouse with those 
that had been killed or spared. Three children were thought at one 
time to be missing. A party of 200 men deployed in a line across the 
shattered area searched for a mile on either side of the school for some 
trace of those that could not be traced otherwise. 

Some of the difficulty was caused by the fact that those who came first 
to give aid in several instances sought the nearest source of medical 
assistance without having time to locate parents. More than one child 
was located in a Washington hospital while parents still searched the 
flelds of Maryland for some clew. 


Still Checking Casualty Lists. 


Late in the night the half square mile that is La Plata was still busy 
checking up the casualty list. The sound of mourning rose from many a 
home and all of the inhabitants who had not suffered some loss were 
busy on errands of sympathy and mercy. 

Although the whole town joined in the rescue work there, there 
was praise from every one for the courage and heroism displayed by 
the two teachers in the school, Miss Ethel Graves and Mrs, Helen 
Hughes. The two women were not spared, but as soon as they re-. 
covered their faculties they rendered yeoman aid in locating and identi- 
fying their injured charges. Hours after medical aid had been given 
to the stricken children the two teachers were still refusing any care 
for fear that some of their pupils might thereby be neglected. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon it was only raining, as far as the 
majority of the little town knew. The force of the wind increased 
and rocked the houses in the community, but that was all. Two min- 
utes later John Marshall Burr, 11 years old, a hysterical little figure, 
with blood streaming from wounds, came to the door of the house 
in which the Rev. W. 8S.

“It was just a few minutes before

place when the glass from all the 
windows blew out. 

“The children had started toward 
me then and were beginning to 
group themselves about me when 
all of a sudden it seemed as if they 
and everything in the room about 
me had been pulled up by some un- 
seen hooks. 

“Then we were all flying through 
the air. It seemed to me as if some 
of the children and parts of the 
building passed me several times. 

“TI lost consciousness then and I 
do not know how much later it was 
that I recovered. The first person 
I saw was Wilson Bowling. I asked 
him to take the baby that was lying 
across my body and when he picked 
the poor child up she was dead. 

“Otherg about me were dead, 
some were badly injured and many 
of them had their clothes torn off 
their bodies either partially or all 
together.’’ 


Oivil and Military Aid Rushed. 
Within 10 minutes after the dis. 
aster calls for aid had been sent 


to Indian Head, Dalgren and Wash-| 


ington. Medical, civil and military 
aid were dispatched at once. Doc- 
tors, nurses and ambulances 
streamed down the muddy country 
roads to bring aid. 

The first arrivals found only a 
measure of order restored. They 
met on the road of the more se. 
verely injured, who were being 
brought to Washington in the hope 
of retaining life. 

The town’s two hotels and the 
newspaper office were transformed 
into hospitals. The mangled bodies 
were brought to them, but hun. 
dreds of searchers continued to 
search the ground abott the school- 
house for children that were still 
classed as missing, thought either 
to be dead or to have become lost 
as the result of shock. 

As soon as the extent of injuries 
could be determined, those with the 
more serious hurts were placed in 
ambulances and sent to Washing- 
ton. Virtually every hospital in 
Washington harbored at least a few 
of the victims last night. 

Reports last night were to the 
effect that the situation as far as 
immediate relief was concerned was 
well in hand. More than a score 
of the doctors and nurses who re- 
sponded to the first calls remained 
on the ground.

Ambulances, Nurses, Sur- 
geons, Physicians and Sup- 
plies Hastened to Scene. 


Washington answered the call 
for aid promptly and within 15 


minutes after news of the La Plata 
school disaster was received here 
assistance from the army, the Red 
Cross, na¥y and local hospitals was 
on its way. 


News of the tragedy was com- 
municated to police headquarters 
shortly after 3 o’clock, Inspector 
Henry G. Pratt, chief of detectives, 
and Hoyle G. Secrest, clerk of the 
detective office, immediately begin- 
ning a series of frantic telephone 
calls for aid. 

The army sent seven Officers, 
three nurses and ten enlisted men 
in six ambulances from this city 
and a 
car bearing first-aid supplies. 

From Walter Reed hospital went 
three ambulances, with Majs. T. 8. 
Medane, A. W. Kenner and O. B. 
Bolibaugh, medical corps; Nurses 
Ruth C. Anderson, Johanna Peters 
and Ella M. Turner and Privates 
Henry B. Maylor, Walter C. Brown, 
Howard R. Perrow, Clyde A. Nie- 
man, Robert C. Blair and Wesley 
Cole, medical corps. 


Aid From Army. 


From the army general dispen- 
sary, Munitjons building, a touring 
car with first-aid supplies and an 
ambulance, with Maj.

Navy Sends Ambulance. 


The navy sent an ambulance car- 
rying a surgeon and medical at- 
tendants from the reservation of 
Indianhead, Md., near the scene 
of the disaster, and a company of 
marines from Quantico were dis- 
patched to help in recovery of bod- 
ies and preserve order at the scene. 

Lieut. Kellogg Slown, army avia- 
tor at Bolling field, flew to La Plata 
in an airplane to obtain an esti- 
mate of the damage. He returned 
an hour later, reporting that a 
severe storm had swept the Mary- 
land town, inflicting much damage. 
He sighted a derailed train in his 
flight, but obtained little informa- 
tion concerning the school. 

The navy hospital at the Indian- 
head station has a capacity of but 
four beds. The army station at Fort 
Washington, Md., also sent details 
to assist. 

Help was sent from numerous 
local hospitals as follows; Cas- 
ualty, an ambulance and medical 
supplies, a physician, Dr. J. Roger 
Young and two nurses, Misses 
Mary Jane Hensley and Margaret 
Cohill; Emergency hospital, Asst.

Rome, Nov. 9 (By A. P.).—At- 
tempts against the life of Mussolini 


or any member of the royal family, 


will be punishable by death here- 
after. The chamber of deputies 
this evening approved this law to 
which Mussolini himself consented 
after the insistent demands of the 
fascist party. The new measure 
also provides heavy penalties of im. 
prisonment for antagonism to his 
regime. 

Simultaneously, the assembly, 
which is composed of “black shirts’’ 
almost to a man unseated the com- 
munists and 120 oppositionists: of 
various parties, who have refused 
to participate in parliament since 
the Matteotti murder in the sum- 
meér of 1924. 

The death penalty law was car- 
ried by a vote of 295 to 8; the reso- 
lution expelling the recalcitrant 
members passed 293 to 10. 

It was a remarkable demonstra. 
tion of loyalty toll Duce. Through- 
out the session Mussolini sat with 
arms crossed, staring straight 
ahead in a line above masseg of 
Jaurel and roses heaped on his desk. 

Pour Forth Admiration. 

From the beginning to the end of 
the session, the chamber's sole pur- 
pose seemed to be to show its admi- 
ration for the set-jawed, silent man 
about whom every eddy and current 
ef fascism moves. 

Signor Casertano, president of the 
chamber, abbreviated his usually 
lengthy speech, summing up the 
deputies’ loyalty simply by: ‘‘Long 
live Mussolini today. Long live 
Mussolini always.’’

power. | 
The White House pronouncement 
was an addition and amplification 
of the arguments in defense of 
tax cut advanced by Secretary Mel- | 
lon the day before, indicative of the | 
fact that although the administra. | 
tion only recently has been con. 
verted to such a proposal, it intends | 
to do its best to put it through. 


Will Benefit 20,000,000. 


For instance, the President does 
not believe that the proposed re- | 
duction is of the limited nature and 
scone that some of the opponents 
have said, He is of the opinion 
that it will benefit more than 20,- 
000,000 persons, since the reduc- 
tion in the income tax paid by cor- 
porations will be reflected in the 
ease of the individual stockholders, 
and by the same token prove a ben- 
fit to every holder of life insurance 
or depositor in savings banks, since 
these two financial factors absorb 
many of the securities on which in- 
come tax is compulsory. 

It developed yesterday in the 
same connection that the Presi- 
dent and his advisors are of the 
opinion that the surplus is due in 
a measure to the revenue produced 
from corporation income tax. The 
present revenue bill shifted taxa- 
tion from corporation capital to 
corporation income, and the Presi- 
dent is said now to be of the opin- 
ion that if it had been possible to 
anticipate the money that this 
changed form of taxation would 
produce the rates might have been 
lowered originally.

Feels Time Is Short. 


The time required for the pas- 
sage of the bill empowering a re- 
duction on income taxes is believed 
by the White House to be short.

Duties of ae is Held to 
Be Executive; Manila 
Statutes Invalid. 


Manila, Nov. 10 (By A. P.).— 
Gov. Gen. Leonard Wood today 
issued an executive order announc- 
ing that hereafter the duties and 
powers heretofore exercised by the 
board of control will be exercised 
solely by the governor general. 

The board of control is com- 
prised of the governor general, 
president of the senate and speaker 
of the house of the insular legisla- 
ture. = 

The executive order was issued 
under authority, it was stated, of 
opinions rendered by the judge ad- 
vocate general of the United States 
army, and Attorney General of the 
United States, holding invalid por- 
tions of the Philippine statutes re- 
lating to the board of control and 
defining its duties. These opinions 
greatly increase the powers of the 
rovernor general. 

Under the Philippine statutes, 
the board of control selects the di- 
rectors of all government-owned 
corporations, including the Philip- 
Pine National Bank, Manila Rail- 
road Co., National Development 
Co., National Coal Co. and other 
corporations. 


Overruled Decisions. 


The senate president and house 
speaker, being a majority, were 
enabled to dictate decisions of the 
board, overriding the governor gen- 
eral. 

The executive order, 
opinions of Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral Davis and Attorney General 
Sargent, was handed to the presi- 
aent of the senate, Manuel Quezon, 
and to Speaker Manuel Roxas im- 
mediately after the sine die ad- 
journment of the legislature this 
morning.

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TAXES AND POLITICS. 


President Coolidge’s spokesman expresses 
“the hope that Congress will not play politics 
with the plan to pay back to taxpayers the 
250,000,000 surplus that is now accumulating. 
But the hope is in vain. Already criticisms of 
this plan are coming from Democrats and 
_ Progressives, and even Senator Smoot reserves 
his approval. 

The only certainty as to the next session 

-is that tax reduction will be the football of 
politics. The chance for making campaign 
material for 1928 is too good to be missed. 

Secretary Mellon has tried to simplify the 
process of returning the surplus to taxpayers 
by postponing the operation until next year, 
and then. giving a credit of 12% per cent 
on 1926 income taxes, instead of trying to 
return to taxpayers some of the money they 
have already paid in on their 1925 tax, But 
this plan will probably meet with serious, if 
not insuperable, objection because it does not 

* treat all taxpayers alike. It provides for credit 
on income taxes, but not for credit on other 
taxes. : 

About 60 per cent of the internal revenue 
is derived from income taxes, and 40 per cent 
from other sources, such as the taxes on 

“tobacco, estates, gifts, spirits, and many 
articles in common use. While it may be 
possible to relieve income tax payers to the 
extent of 12% per cent, no known method 

> exists for relieving those who paid mis- 

“cellaneous taxes. Yet they comprise the bulk 
of the citizens. Are they to be treated with 
less consideration than income tax payers? 

Democratic opposition to the Coolidge- 
Mellon plan is likely to develop on the ground 
that there is attempted discrimination between 
classes of taxpayers. Some of the Democratic 
leaders announce that they will fight for a 
general downward revision of the present tax 
law, and will oppose the plan to keep the law 
in force and merely to return to the people 
the 1927 surplus. The Democratic argument 
is that taxes are excessively high and should 
be reduced equitably, all along the line. They 
object to the creation of an unnecessary sur- 
plus, which they contend is now to be returned 
to the people with a magnificent gesture by a 
Republican administration, as though it were 
bestowing a gift. They warn the public to 
beware of the Republicans, even when bearing 
gifts. 

That there is to be a $250,000,000 surplus 
next June is accepted as a fact upon the as- 
surance of President Coolidge and Secretary 
Mellon, although Undersecretary Winston, a 
few days ago, deprecating talk of tax reduc- 
tion, doubted that the surplus would be more 
than $100,000,000. 

This $250,000,000 will be very tempting to 
Congress. It behooves all those favoring a re- 
turn of this money to the taxpayers to ‘‘get 
busy” early in the session, for no doubt many 
fascinating plans for spending this surplus will 
be forthcoming. 


SOCIALISM GAINS IN BRITAIN. 


Political observers in Great Britain received 
- a rather startling amount of material to specu- 
Jate upon when the results of the municipal 
elections throughout the country became 
known last week. The great newspapers, as 
well as the politicians themselves, have been 
hitherto accustomed to give but scant regard 
to the results of these contests, and have con- 
centrated their gaze on the ups and downs of 
Parties as revealed by the preferences shown 
by the voters in the broader national arena. 
But the upsets of last week shocked everybody 
{nto enforced and, in many cases, unpleasant 
attention. 

Only a third of the municipal councilors_re- 
tire each year, and hence no all-engulfing 
landslide is possible, but the successes 
achieved by the socialist laborites last week 
assumed almost the proportions of a landslide. 
In 1925, the first time that the laborites en- 
gaged in a strong offensive in this direction, 
they made a net gain of 47 seats; in 1926, with 
better organization and the electorate in a 
more receptive mood, they made a gain of 139, 
Not only that, but in the industrial north of 
Engiand they succeeded in capturing a number 
“of the key positions. It is an object lesson, of 

which no one can miss the significance, to find

country will soon be in the hands of the so- 
clalists. 

Much, of course, will depend on how the 
labor-socialists use their newly found power; 
but there is no denying that they have a mag- 
nificent opportunity of making themselves 
solid with the British parliamentary electorate. 


AMERICA’S WATER POWER. 


Pending the settlement of the controversy 
over the diversion of the waters of the Great 
Lakes through the Chicago drainage canal the 
Federal power commission. holds in abeyance 
an application to authorize the use of the IIli- 
nois river in power development, which must 
depend upon the quantity of water that may 
be diverted from the lakes and through the 
canal and the river to the Mississippi. 

That, controversy, in which the Supreme 
Court has permitted the State of New York 
to enter an appearance as a party in interest, 
is now before the court, with former Justice 
Charles E. Hughes sitting as special master. 
It will, in all probability, be several years be- 
fore the court will render its decision as to the 
right of Chicago to divert more water from 
Lake Michigan than is now allowed. In the 
meantime the Federal power commission, to 
which body all matters arising over the issu- 
ance of permits to establish power plants are 
referred under the act of Congress of 1920, 
has received something like 765 applications 
for permission to establish such plants 
throughout the country. The Federal commis- 
sion has jurisdiction inthe case of applications 
for licenses which affect navigable waters, 
waters in national forests and waters of the 
public domain. 

In the six years of its existence the commis- 
sion has granted some 240 Hcenses, with 75 
other permits outstanding and 150 other appli- 
cations still pending. Those projects which 
have received favorable consideration will de- 
velop a total of approximately 5,000,000 
horsepower, and about one-half of these 
projects have been commenced or completed. 

The permits issued by the Federal commis- 
Bion are separate and distinct from _ similar 
works under authority of the States, of which 
there are potential possibilities now under con- 
struction or consideration of several million 
more horsepower. Also the: figures quoted 
above have no bearing upon the Muscle 
Shoals scheme. That great work, by the way, 
which has been temporarily leased to the Ala- 
bamg Power Co. at a minimum price of 2 mills 
per kilowatt hour, has turned into the Treas- 
ury $900,000 thus far. The estimated power 
production of the Tennessee river, as_ the 
works now exist, is 600,000 horsepower, 

Secretary Hoover estimates that the available 
horsepower which may be secured from all 
water-power sources is approximately 55,000,- 
000, which, with the plants operating twelve 
hours each day, means more than 20,000 mil- 
lion kilowatt hours of electrical energy each 
month. 

The geological survey reports the total pro- 
duction of electric power by public utilities 
corporations in September at upward of'\6,000 
million kilowatt hours, but only one-third of 
this was secured from water power. The rest 
was produced by fuel. There were consumed 
3,451,589 tons of coal, 907,727 barrels of fuel 
ofl and 4,760,518 thousand feet of natural gas, 
all of which can be saved for other uses when 
the Federal power commission and the States 
finally give consent to the harnessing-of even 
one-half of the energy now going to waste ‘in 
the watersheds of the United States.

THE MELTING POT. 


Courts in the State of New York were in 
session on Monday for the purpose of making 
American citizens out. of aliens. Whether or 
not these newly enfranchised citizens realize 
their obligations to the country of their adop- 
tion is an open question. Many of them prob- 
ably do not, and unquestionably others are in- 
different to the meaning of the oath to which 
they subscribed. Still, those who were admit- 
ted had complied with the requirements of the 
naturalization laws, and as they were able to 
produce witnesses to their good behavior and 
moral character the formalities were complied 
with. There is a decided difference in the 
blood of the aliens to whom naturalization pa- 
pers have been issued since the signing of the 
armistice eight years ago and those who were 
admitted to all the rights of Americans in the 
days following the civil war. Then the great 
majority were of British, Irish, German or 
Scandinavian birth. The difference can be 
seen by a glance at the list of 41 foreign-born 
applicants who were made American citizens 
in Livingston county, New York, on Monday. 
In that company to whom the oath of allegiance 
was administered were seventeen individuals 
from Italy, one from the British West Indies, 
one from Turkey, two from Greece, one from 
Russia, two from Canada, three from Austria, 
two from England, one from Syria, one from 
Germany, nine from Ireland and one from 
Jugoslavia. 

In this connection it is of interest to note 
that in the county of Livingston last Tuesday 
there were 8,059 ballots cast for the Repub- 
lican nominee for governor, 4,159 for the Dem- 
ocratic candidate and 517 for the socialist, 
while the running mate of Mr. Cristman polled 
207 votes against Gov. Smith. Of the 21,812 
citizens registered: as entitled to vote 8,856 
stayed away from the polls.

His first 
notable success was achieved in the part of 
Rudolf Raesendyl in ‘‘The Prisoner of Zenda,” 
but his great ambition was to shine in the 
presentation of Shakespearean ‘characters, 
especially Macbeth and Othello. After star- 
ring’ ia hearty: "ed Lt hanes Bren ond 
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themselves, the municipal affairs of the whole 


creating the part of Silas Lapham in “The Ris 
of Silas Lapham,” he transferred his enti 
Macbeth outfit to London. 

His success there was s0 great that it led to 
what was perhaps the greatest distinction of 
his career. On the invitation of the French 
government he took the principal members of 
his company to Paris and at the Odeon in 
that city he played Macbeth before a most dis- 
tinguished audience, and on the gonclusion of 
the performance he was invested with the in- 
signia of a chevalier of the Legion of Honor. 
On the occasion of the Moliere tercentenary 
he was decorated by the Authors and Com- 
posers of France for his “‘profound mastery 
of his great art.’’ Returning to this country 
with all these*honors, he was further honored 
by receiving the freedom of the city of New 
York and by an official welcome from the 
Secretary of State. 

It is a sad commentary on the uncertainty 
of human affairs that Hackett died the day 
before he was to appear in London before 
King George and Queen Mary in a perform- 
ance for the restoration fund of the Shakes- 
peare Memorial theater at Stratford-on-Avon, 
which was recently burned down. His con- 
tribution was to have been a scene from ‘‘Mac- 
beth.,’’ 

There will be general regret that the cur- 
tain has fallen for the last time on one who 
was a credit and an ornament to the Ameri- 
can stage. 


MAINE’S ELECTION. 


Maine will hold a special election on Novem- 
ber 29 to select a United States senator to suc- 
ceed the late Senator Fernald. The Republican 
candidate is Arthur R. Gould and the Demo- 
cratic candidate is Fulton J. Redmond. With 
the next Senate either one Republican majority 
or a tie, according to the political activity of 
one member, the special election in Maine this 
month promises to be very important. For the 
first time Maine may be called upon to deter- 
mine the political complexion of the next Sen- 
ate. This explains the activity of the Demo- 
erats and the unusual attention the Democratic 
leaders are paying to Maine. 

Ordinarily Maine can be counted on to elect 
a Republican senator. Only in fusion times or 
when the Republicans were badly divided has 
Maine sent a Democratic senator to Washing- 
ton. But these are unusual times and the un- 
expected might happen. On a strict party 
line-up Maine would elect a Republican sen- 
ator without the slightest difficuity; but many 
things point to a split; notwithstanding the 
election of a Republican governor last Septem- 
ber by a fair majority. 

Obviously it is of prime importance to the 
Republicans that they take no chances, if they 
are to hold control of the Senate. It is not 
impossible that ‘‘as goes Mainé so goes the 
United States Senate.”’ 


VIRGINIA’S SUNDAY LAW. 


Judge Don P. Halsey, of the circuit court of 
Campbell county, Va., is one of those occu- 
pants of the bench who allow common sense to 
guide them in forming their judicial opinions. 
Judge Halsey has decided that the owner of a 
number of filling stations who supplied the 
needs of a motorist on Sunday, by selling him 
enough gas to enable htm to proceed on his 
journey, did not, by that sale, violate the Sun- 
day law of Virginia. 

“There is not only no proof that the sale of 
gasoline on Sunday is not a-necessity,’’ said 
Judge Halsey, “‘but affirmative proof that it is 
necessary.”’ 

It is hardly likely that there will be any 
further arrests in Campbell county connected 
with the sale of motor fuel on Sunday, but 
unfortunately there is no certainty that other 
judges will take the same common-sense view 
as that of Judge Halsey. It is hoped that the 
legislature will define the exact meaning of 
the law which prohibits the sale of everything 
except absolute necessities on the Sabbath. 
Until that time the sheriff of the county has 
announced he will make no further arrests of 
operators of filling stations who confine their 
Sunday sales to gas and Oil. 


AIR EXPRESS. 


The proper utilization of the air for com- 
mercial transport, so long awaited, apparently 
is materializing. By the 15th of April, next 
year, under a contract just completed between 
the American Railway Express and the National 
Air Transport, express parcels will be speeding 
by plane between New York and Chicago and 
between the latter city and Dallas. These two 
routes are the nucleus of a national system of 
air mail and express. 

One of the chief hindrances to the develop- 
ment of air freight and express lines in the 
past has been the practical impossibility of ob- 
taining adequate distribution of the parcels to 
and from flying fields. With an air line operat- 
ing between Philadelphia and Washington, for 
instance,.it has been easy to ship parcels be-

Virginia and Maryland, 

For all the permissive law of 1924 to provide for the purchase of 
park lands within Virginia and Maryland no feasible plan for furnishing 
the money has been evolved. In the meantime, private capital is flowing 
in to exploit proposed park sites for profit. Soon it will be too late. 
The most inspired plans in the world will avail nothing if we do not find 
a way to bring into public ownership the miles of priceless water front 
now held by private individuals. 

In the last resort, is the primary responsibility not on the Federal! 
government? Property owners of the District of Columbia pay a high 
per capita tax. They do, and should, bear their full burden. It is not 
their fault that the nation allowed to pass into private ownership land 
which is now needed to protect and serve the National Capital. 

As to the environs of the District of Columbia in Virginia and Mary- 
land the only hope lies in the immediate availability of considerable 
sums of money, possibly to be matched by similar amounts on the part 
of the State, with which to purchase park land in the Washington region 
outside of the District of Columbia. 


How Shall We Raise the Money in Time? 

But either within or without the District of Columbia, current ap- 
propriations, even to the limit authoried by the present bill, can not 
cope with the neglect of past years. The present rate of expansion 
would use all the available money, if there were no arrears and no 
125 per cent hurdle to block purchases. | 

The emergency seems to call for heroic measures. The issue of serial 
bonds which could be repaid from current appropriations would insure 
the securing of essential areas before they are absolutely destroyed 
for park purposes. Bonds are not sinister instruments for incurring 
public debt; they are a legitimate method of distributing the cost of 
permanent improvements without laying impossible burdens on the public 
through current taxation. Who can doubt that parks and parkways are 
permanent improvements or that capital investment in park lands is not 
properly current expense? 

The accumulated: needs of a quarter of a century involve capital 
expenditures far in excess of reasonable annual appropriations. If the 
land could be expected to lie idle for the next quarter of a century as 
it has since the dawn of history, annual appropriations might in time 
take care of the purchases but the delay of ten years, five years or even 
one year will mean the permanent loss of land whi¢h should be owned 
and controlled by the Federal government. 


Public Sentiment in the United States. 
In two transcontinental trips through most of the States of the 
Union the writer has found a substantial sentiment on the part of the 
people of the United States in favor of making their Federal city a 


In the public buildings problems which have arisen out of a $50,- 
000,000 program authorized by Congress, we have another land 
planning situation which needs solving. Unless. we can bring into 
public ownership the entire triangle south of Pennsylvania avenue 
it is impossible to replan and use it to advantage for public buildings 
which will be a permanent credit to the nation. This means definite 
separate appropriations to purchase the spaces within the triangle not 
now owned by the United States. 


Money Needed Now. 

There is no way to escape the expenditure of substantial sums of 
money to bring into public ownership the parks and building sites 
needed to insure the worthy development of the Nation’s Capital. The 
125 per cent price limitation should be removed. 

At most the amount of money needed to provide parks and building 
sites which will endure as long as Washington endures will amount 
to a few cents per capita for a period of years when spread among 
all the taxpayers of the United States.

A Senatg Precedent. 

To the Editor of The Post— 
In discussing the Vare case The 
Post and other papers have re- 
ferred to what might be precedents 
covering the matter, but it seems to 
me they have missed one that is di- 
rectly in point, so far as refusing 
him a seat is concerned, I refer to 
|the Bright and Fitch case in the 
Thirty-fourth Congress. 

In 1855 the Indiana legislature 
failed to elect a senator by the Sens 
ate refusing to go into joint con- 
vention for that purpose. The Sen- 
ate was Democratic and the House 
Republican, the Republicans hay- 
ing a majority on joint bgllot. 

In 1857 two were to be elected. 
By a switch politically the Senate 
became Republican and the House 
Democratic, with a Democratic ma- 
jority on joint ballot. The Repub- 
licans offered to go into joint con- 
vention and allow the Democrats to 
elect their candidate for the long 
term if they were permitted to elect 
for the short term, claiming they 
had been wrongfully kept out of 
their rights. This the Democrats 
refused. 

One day the Democratic lieuten- 
ant governor called a Republican to 
the chair in the Senate and quietly 
left the room. He was soon followed 
by each of the Democratic senators. 
Nothing was thought of this by the 
Republicans. The,Democrats went 
into the hall of the House; the 
Speaker ordered the doors to be 
locked, and declared a joint conven- 
tion was assembled. All this time 
the Senate was in session in its own 
chamber, with a full quorum. Jesse 
D. Bright and Graham N. Fitch 
were elected by the rump joint con- 
vention, 

The Republican members of the 
legislature sent a_ protest to the 
Senate, and when Bright and Fitch 
offered their credentials objection 
was made to giving them seats. The 
Seate decided that the right of a 
senator bearing the certificate of 
election to take his seat could not 
be questioned except by some other 
person appearingeand claiming the 
seat. That was the ruling of a Dem- 
ocratic Senate. If that ruling is 
correct Vare can not be kept out 
except by some one appearing- with 
a claim to the seat, 

Bright was afterward expelled 
for writing a letter to Jeff Davis, 
addressing him as President of the 
Southern Confederacy. Fitch fol- 
lowed Douglas, supported th 
Union and became a distinguishs 
colonel in the Union army.

Faurot said he 
was ‘“‘Johnny on the job’ in New 
York fingerprint work for twenty 
years. 

Going into the method of identi- 
fying fingerprints, McCarter at- 
tempted to bring cut that in the

by comparison of the prints. 
Faurot seemed to set great faith 
in* superimposition, the placing of 
transparencies containing the two 
prints, one over the other.

Precinct Aids in Philadelphia 
Face Grand Jury for 
Election Returns. 


OFFICIAL COUNT VOIDS 
UNANIMITY FOR VARE 


Five Democratic Votes Dis- 
closed in District Where 
Officers Reported None. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 9 (By A. 
P.).—Three precinct election offi- 
cers were today held in $1,000 bail 
for the grand jury for “zeroing” 
candidates other than the Republi- 


cans in their returns of last weekjs 
election in this city. 

When their division, the sec- 
ond, of the thirty-sixth ward, was 
reached in the official count, 
Judges James G. Gordon, jr., and 
Charles B. McMichael, presiding 
over the election court, could not 
understand the unanimity of the 
voters of the division when the re- 
turns showed 295 for each of the 
Republican candidates from W. 58. 
Vare for United States senator 
down to the lowest office, while 
the Democratic candidates, headed 
by William B. Wilson, were not 
credited with a single vote. 

Their suspicions being aroused, 
the court summoned the election 
officers and made them open the 
ballot boxes and recount the bal- 
lots. This showed that Wilson had 
received five Democratic votes and 
that other Democratic candidates 
also had been voted for. Vare was 
shown to have received 288. 


Claim Honest Count. 


The judge and minority inspec- 
tors of the division could not ex- 
piain the discrepancy, but insisted 
they tried to make an honest 
count. The court, however, had 
its doubts and Judge Gordon, sit- 
ting as a committing magistrate, 
held the three men in $1,000 bail 
each on charges of conspiracy: to 
make a false return and making a 
false return. 

The canvass of the city vote, ex- 
pected to be concluded tomorrow, 
has been carefully watched by the 
committee of 70, a body in inde- 
pendent citizens that has been in 
existence for years in Philadelphia 
in the interest of clean elections. 
The unofficial figures of the elec- 
tion gathered last Tuesday night 
by a combination of the Philadel- 
phia newspapers and police. de- 
partment showed more than 2 
score of divisions out of the 1,500 
in the city had returned zeroes for 
the Democratic candidate’ § for 
United States senator. So far the 
official canvass showed about 28 
divisions where no Wilson votes 
were recorded and an equal num- 
ber where only one vote was cred- 
ited for him. 


Official Count Varies. 


Except in a close election where 
a recheck is usually made the of- 
ficial count varies a few thousand 
votes from the unoffiial vote gath- 
ered by the newspapers and police.

Norfolk, Va., Nov. 9 (By A. P.). 
Possibility that the Schneider cup 
race might have to be postponed 
was lessened’ tonight with the pre- 
diction of fair weather tomorrow 
for the navigability trial of the six 
seaplanes entered in the race, The 
tests, scheduled for today, were 
postponed because of bad weather. 
Tonight the weather forecast was 


for fair and colder weather with 
promises of fresh Northwest winds. 
The winds, unless they are unex- 
pectedly strong, probably will not 
cause further postponement. Should 
the tests not be held tomorrow, the 
race must be postponed, as they 
can not be held on the morning of 
the race, Thursday. 

While official tests were not held 
today, the worth of the Italian 
planes—or at least one of them— 
was convincingly demonstrated dur- 
ing a practice flight by Capt. Ar- 
turo Ferrarin, hero of the Rome- 
to-Tokyo flight in 1920. He had 
his little red monoplane out for a 
trial spin and was caught in a sud- 
den rain squall in which the wind 
rose to a velocity of 41 miles an 
hour. The rain poured in such a 
torrent that those on shore could 
not see farther than 100 yards. Fer- 
rarin was some distance off shore 
in Little bay, obscured from view. 
Anxiety was tense in the Italian 
hangar as it was not believed possi- 
ble that the pilot could make the 
landing in the wind and rain. For 
five minutes he was lost to the 
crowd and it was feared he had suf- 
fered some mishap. 

When the rain ceased as sud- 
denly as it had begun, the little 
craft was seen 300 yards offshore

MANY FEATURES CITED 
TO BEAUTIFY CAPITAL 


Parkway, Drive and Coopera- 
tion of Maryland and Virginia 
Authorities Included. 


Adherence to the L’Enfant plan, 
original arrangement for the plan- 
ning of the National Capital, and 
the McMillan plan of 1901, its re- 
statement, is recommended in the 
tenth annual report of the commis- 
sion of fine arts, made public yes- 
terday. Application of the plans 
to conform with contemplated ex- 
tensions and changed conditions 
was further recommended. 

Declaring that it had never de- 
cided that the 1901 plan might not 
require changes to coincide with 
new conditions, the commission af- 
firms the integrity of both ar- 
rangements, in spite of alterations 
in the city, and states that changes 
in either plan should be made only 
by authorities as competent as 
their originators. 

All phases of the District plan- 
ning and building program are re- 
viewed in the report. It deals with 
many situations arising in connec- 
tion with the execution of L’Enfant 
and McMillan plans, the public 
building plan for the District from 
both national and municipal stand- 
points, and the ~°‘‘metropolitan”’ 
plan for Washington embracing a 


 padius of 20 miles, north to Rock- 


ville, Md., and west 
Courthouse, Va. | 
Capital Has Suffered. 

Asserting that ‘‘Washington has 
suffered for want of steady, persist- 
ent and well-directed efforts for bet- 
terment on the part of her constitu- 
tional rulers,’”’ the report deals spe- 
cifically with already well-known 
features that will. make a more 


to Fairfax 


‘beautiful city. 


Among these are the Rock Creek- 
Potomac parkway, the extension of 
Sixteenth street to a northern mon- 
umental portal to the city, the ‘Fort 
Drive,”” and that for cooperation 
with Virginia and Maryland author- 
ities in the improvement of the Dis- 
trict’s environs. Dealing with the 
building plan it insists on location 
of legislative bodies and the United 
States Supreme Court in the Capitol 
area, and executive buildings in the 


_ neighborhood of the White House. 


Stating that the principles of the 
plan of 1901 are as vital today as 
they were then, the Mount Vernon 
boulevard and upper Potomac park- 
way features being just as neces- 
sary, the report traces the develop- 
ment of Washington up to 1893 and 
announces that the city had then 
outgrown its original boundaries. 

“Speculators,” however, “‘laid out 
new subdivisions with no reference 
to the plan of the city itself—misfit 
subdivisions they came to be called. 
Thus Vermont and New Hampshire 
avenues come to an abrupt end at 
the old boundaries of the city; Kan- 
sas, Arkansas, Colorado, Illinois, 
and other avenues exist only in 
pieces, being without beginning or 
end. | 

Has Been Pieced. 


By an unskiliful operation, the 
two parts of Connecticut avenue 
have been pieced together; but the 
entire region between Rock Creek 


park and the Anacostia park is with- 


out adequate connections and 
sooner or later east and west thor- 
ocughfares will be created at a max- 
imum of expense.’’ 

Dealing with parks and park- 
ways, the report has the following 
criticism: ‘‘Both the plan, the op- 
portunity and the incentive have 
been furnished, but the city has 
been permitted to drift at the 
mercy of exploiters who have taken 
advantage of ~- the adventitious 
growth occasioned by increased 
governmental activities. 

“For want of initiation and regu-

signed to obtain the maximum 
square feet on which to build the 
most disorderly array of houses the 
mind of the speculative builders 
could conceive under the impelling 
force of a desire for originality. 


Attention Called in Vain. 


“In vain the attention of the 
powers that be have been called 
over and Over again to this outrage 
of the National Capital. Now that 
the damage has been doné, public 
sentiment has been aroused, but it 
is too late. The one and only hope 
for the future is to go into the as 
yet unspoiled regions in the country 
contiguous to Washington and 
there, by intelligent and well di- 
rected planning to lay out subdi- 
visions under rigorous contro! as to 
types of dwellings, streets and ave- 
pues adapted to the natural to- 
pography, and boulevards connect. 
ing with the city itself. 

.“There are such regions along 
the upper and lower course of the 
Potomac, in the areas at both ends 
of Massachusetts avenue, in Mary- 
land and along Sligo Creek; but 
with the prevailing growth of 
the city these opportunities will 
not much longer remain.

NEW HAMPOHIRE AVENUE 
PLEA DENIED BY HOARD 


District Commissioners Re- 
fuse to Restore Street to 
Boulevard Status. 


PART OF FIELD ACCEPTED 


The District commissioners yes- 
terday. denied the petitions of sev- 
eral residents to restore New Hamp- 
shire avenue northwest, between 
Washington circle and M atreéet, to 
ihe status of a boulevard highway, 
with solid-tire auto trucks barred. 
Public hearing on the request 
was denied, although asked for by 
some of the petitioning citizens. 
New Hampshire avenue was one 
of the thoroughfares from which 
solid-tire trucks and horse-drawn 
vehicles were barred about a year 
ago in a traffic regulation which be- 
came a subject of much contention. 
The courts held that part of* the 
rule relating to horse-drawn vehi- 
cles to be invalid and the rule was 
revised so as not to apply to horses 
and to let the trucks onto some of 
the streets affected. 

When the trucks began travers- 
ng New Hampshire avenue again 
protests began to pour into the Dis- 
trict building. They were referred 
to Director of Traffic M. O. Eldridge 
for recommendation. 

Thereafter the matter was re- 
ferred to Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, 
who recommended that the street 
be resurfaced and that heavy traf- 
fic be barred during that time. 
His recommendation was discarded 
by the commissioners. 

The board of commissioners or- 
dered acceptance of an offer by 
Charles O. Swett; 1608 Fifteenth 
street northwest, to sell the Dis- 
trict a lot in N street northwest, 
between First and Third streets, as 
part_of the proposed athletic field 
of Dunbar High school. The price 
is $11,512, 50. cents less than the 
25 per cent of assessed valuation 
fixed by Congress as the limit to 
be paid for land for sites. 

When the offer first was made to 
the District it was refused on the 
ground that the purchase of the 
one lot, when the whole block was 
required and no other offers, were 
pending, was inadvisable. This pol- 
icy was reversed yesterday. 


PLANE WRECK FEARED

Delay En Route to Schneider

TOTAL OF $400,000,000 
TO 1925 STOCKHOLDERS 


Better Business Conditions 
This Year Will Bring In- 
crease in Payments. 


‘By WILLIAM P. HELM, Jr. 

A study of corporation earnings 
this year, exclusive of financia! and 
insurance concerns, indicates that 
eleven of the twelve leading com- 
panies will distribute more than 
$500,000,000 in dividends on 1926 


business. The twelfth company is 
the closely held corporation owned 
by Henry and Edsel Ford, the Ford 
Motor Co. What it pays in divi- 
dends never has been disclosed, but 
its net earnings in 1926 will run to 
an estimated total of $80,000,000. 
The eleven companies paid a to- 
tal of $337,000,000 in dividends in 
1924. That was between 9 and 10 
per cent of all the dividends paid 
by all the industrial and commer- 
cial corporations throughout the 
United States, numbering about 
313,000. In 1925, which was a 
better year industrially than 1924, 
the eleven corporations increased 
their dividend payments (partly on 
1924 business) to $400,000,000, or 
nearly 20 per cent. And as 1926 
has been. a far better year than 
1925 to these eleven concerns; the 
increase in their dividends on this 
year's business will be greater than 
it was last year. 
Preliminary figures covering 
earnings during the first half of 
1926 indicate that, taken as a 
whole, the eleven concerns will pay 
one-fourth more in dividends this 
year than they did last, although in 
certain individual cases there will 
be no increase, and in other cases 
there mav be a Slight diminution. 


Paid by Eleven Firms. 


Here is the story of 1925 divi- 
dend payments by eleven of the 
first twelve money-making corpora- 
tions of the country: Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey, $34,394,000; 


American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., $81,044,000; General Motors 
Corporation, $67,250,000; United 
States Steel Corporation, 360,802,- 
000; Pennsylvania Railroad Co., 
$29,950,000; Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana, estimated, $22,522,000; 
New York Central Railroad Co., 
$26,738,000; Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Railway Co., $22,477,000; 
Standard Oil Co. of California, $18,- 
927,000; Standard Oil Co. of New 
York, estimated, $14,345,000, and 
General Electric Co., $22,132,000. 

The foregoing dividend payments 
were in addition to interest pay- 
ments on bonds, but include pay- 
ments of dividends on preferred 
stocks. 

With the exception of the four 
Standard Oil companies, the num- 
ber of stockholders in each of the 
foregoing concerns is of public 
record. It is not of public record in 
the case of Standard Oil companies, 
so far as can be ascertained. The 
seven remaining companies num- 
bered their stockholders in 1925 at 
848,462. To that block of stock- 
holders there went, in 1925, more 
than $310,000,000 in dividends. 

All told, approximately $3,644,- 
000,000 was paid out in dividends 
in 1924 by corporations other than 
banks, insurance companies and 
financial institutions. Figures for 
1925 are not yet available from the 
tax returns, but the amount un- 
doubtedly was considerably greater, 
probably more than $4,500,000,000. 


Greater Amount Shown. 


From the second group of 45 
large corporations, referred to in 
preceding articles of this series, is 


studied, an even greater dividend 
distribution is shown. Those 45 
companies paid out a grand total of 
$400,027,000 in dividends in 1924 
and $456,483,000 in 1926. Their 
net income was less than the com- 
bined net income of the first eleven 
companies and the Ford Motor Co., 
but their dividend payments ap- 
pear to have been slightly larger 
than those of the eleven companies, 
exclusive of Ford. 

Twent-eight of these 45 concerns 
readily publish the number of 
their stockholders. For the 28 com- 
panies, the total number of stock- 
holders in 1925 was 7738,991— 
about 75,000 fewer than in the 
cases of the seven bigger com- 
panies. 

Net income during the first half 
of 1926 haS been almost uniformly 
greater, in the case of the 45 com- 
panies composing the second group 
than it was during the correspond- 
ing period of 1925. There is every 
indication that those companies 
will pay dividends amounting to 
not less than $5756,000,000 on 1926 
business. 

Combining the figures of the two 
great groups, it would appear that 
dividends on the 56 leading corpor- 
ations of the United States, exclu- 
sive of the Ford Motor Co., will 
approximate $1,075,000,000 on 
1926 business. The same 56 com- 
panies paid out dividends totaling 
$857,059,000 in 1925, and $737,- 
160,000 in 1924. 

The 1924 payments amounted to 
one-fifth of all the dividends paid 
by all the 313,000 commercial and 
industrial corporations throughout 
the United States. Thus the 1924 
record stands as follows: Fifty-six 
big companies paid out in dividends 
$737,000,000. The remaining 313,- 
000 corporations paid out in divi- 
dends $2,907,000,000. One-sixtieth 
of 1 per cent of the actual number 
of corporations paid out 20 per 
cent of the total dividends. 
| Dividend payments, however, 
were not distributed among a few 
persons. They were scattered far 
and wide throughout the nation. 
The records of only 35 of the 66 
companies disclose a grand total 
of 1,622,453 stockholders who 
shared in the earnings. inciden-

HIRST ASSAILS POLITICS 


Criticism of present-day political

Mr. Hirst’s observations 
were indorsed by other members of 
the society, one of whom declared 
he had long recognized ‘‘this weak- 
ness of the engineering system and 
was doing everything possible to 
combat it.’’

If Congress is not satisfied with
